ARRIVAL OF SALVAGE STEAMER: 


As reported in our issue of Saturday the 
position of the “‘Olivemoor” had become.so 


dangerous that a tug had been sent out to her 


to stand by to. fetch the crew ashore in the 
event of it being impossible for them to remain. 
aboard the stranded vessel. The tug arrived 
shortly after we had gone to press and the same 
afternoon the crew left the boat. Behind the 
Ports and Lights tug. were towed two ofthe 
“Olivermoor’s” boats, but so rough was the sea 
that shortly after leaving Agami one of them 


broke away and was lost. 


Thenceforth the boat was all but a derelict. 
Desaied compulsorily by her crew, it was only 
by the captain standing by in a tug, that she 
could not’ be lawfully claimed in ownership 
by the first who could ‘step aboard her. ‘The 
shore is crowded by: a hoarde of Bedouins, 
anxiously waiting: for the ship to break up that 
they may seize upon the wreckage. Driven 
hither and thither by the coastguards, these 
wild sons of the desert retire te return in 
stronger force, and should their avidity be 
increased by the sight of wreckage which might 
become their booty it would be quite impossible 
for the small furce of coastguards to hold them 
back. ‘Resistance would undoubtedly~ result in 
a fierce fight between coastguards and Bedouins, 
and report says that of the latter there are 
some two thousand. It is well-known to all 
that to the Bedouins of the coast the possibility 
of securing booty is the strongest incentive to 
fighting that one could offer them, and nought 
would they care did a few of them fall in the 
attempt to obtain it. 

As for the vessel, her position becomes 
worse almost every hour, and on Saturday 
night she turned right round, her bow now 
pointing seaward. Needless to say the hole in 
her bottom is becoming larger and~ larger, and 
there is no doubt that she is on the pinnacle of 
a rock, which acts as a pivot to aid her in her 
circular movements. The water, which up to 
Saturday was confined to“holds 1 and 2, is now 
filling her engine-rooms, and the ‘“ Berger 
Wilhelm ” will have » hard fight to save her 
from becoming a total wreck. 

At this point we would like to pay a just 
tribute tothe manner in which the captain, 
officers, and crew have conducted their work 
since they were placed in their unfortunate 
position. Stranded for a week in a most 
dangerous position, with a jagged rock pene- 
trating the. bottom of the boat, hoping against 
hope for tlie sight of a salvage vessel to:save 
newly-built ship, baulked by anpropitious 
winds and rough seas, pitched from side to 
side, with the bolts and rivets threatening to 
give way withevery movement of the vessel, 
these men have performed what little lay in 
their power with stout hearts, and with the 
trne stamina’ of the world-famed British sailor. 
Their’s has been a hard task, for they recog- 
nised that they were working against the 
heaviest odds, while the hearts of the crew, 
who were working for their families at home, 
must have been sad at the thought that should 
they have to leave the ship, discharge was 
awaiting them ashore. But such is the law of 
shipping, and such is the condition ander 
which they signed. We can but express the hope 
that other billets will speedily come their way. 
Meanwhile they will be housed and boarded at 
the Seamen’s Home, and at the first opportun- 
ity will be offered passages to England. 

At half past eight this morning we received 
a message to say that the salvage steamer 
“Berger Wilhelm” was entering the pass in 
order to go through the necessary formalities, 
such as taking pratique, and to take in coal, 
on completion of which she would proceed 
direct to the “Olivemoor’ and commence 
salving operations. The sea continues rough 
apd the wind is blowing as strongly as ever. 

The situation, disastrous as it is, has 
not been without its glimpse of humour. This 
morning a gentleman to whom had been consign- 
ed two trunks of patterns for suitings ete., 
called at the agency of the company to impress 
upon them the urgency of-saving his consign- 
ment, even if nothing else could be salved. 
He suggested sending out.a special tug to at- 
tempt their rescne, for they were worth, he 
said, £5,000. The impractibility of his sug- 
gestion was pointed out to him and he was told 
that in all, probability they had been spoilt 
by the water, which floods the vessel. “Tmpos- 
sible,” he cried, “I’ve got the key in my 
pocket !” 


Later. 
Most unsatisfactory reports on the situation 


of the “Olivemoor” continue to reach us. and: 


just as we are going to press & message comes 
to hand that the vessel is practically ‘“‘done for”. 
So strong is the wind and so rough the sea 
that we understand there is,little chance 
ot the “Bergér Wilhelm” being able to, start 
operations before to-morrow morning. 


Latest News. 


The Captain of the “Berger Wilhelm” is 
going to make an effort to reach the 
“Olivemoor” this afternoon and, if possible, 
will commence operations. The vessel is now 
quite full of water. a

We have just received a report from cai | 
e 


H. G. Lyons, D.Sc, F.R.S., on the work. of 
Survey Department in 1906,. The two principal } 


features of the work were the completion of the | 4 


cadastral survey. and the publication - of about | 
one-quarter of the-general map of the Nile} 
Valley and the Delta on the scale of 1 :60,000. 


In this report some statistics are given of the 


cadastral-survey, but it is proposed to tréat 
this more fully in a special report. The 
organisation of the “Department remains 
as it was last year, vid :+-(1) Headquarters : 
comprising— (a) Central Office. (b) Compute- 
tion Office. (c) Map Reproduction Office. 
(d) Chemical Laboratory. (2) Precise Survey. 
(3) Topographical Survey. (4) Cadastral Sur- 
vey. (5) Geological Survey. 

In the'central office are included not only 
the administrative ste {f of the department, but 
also certain important sections which are en- 


gaged in branches of work necessary for the+|’ 


completion of the different classes of surveying, 
as well as the lines of investigation to which 
these give rise. These sections are :— 

(1)'The Computation Office, in which the 
mathematical control. and discussion of the 
observations made in the course. of surveying 
operations are ‘carried ont, as well as all calcula- 
tions required for the accurate dtawing and 
reproduction of maps. The superintendence’ of 
the: meteorological stations and the prepara- 
tion of the’ observations taken at them for 
publication also fall to the charge of this 
section. 

(2) The reproduction office, in which all 
maps and plans: are prepared, as well as 
diagrams and other similar’ work for the 
illustration of reports and publications. + _ 


(3) The laboratory, where rocks, ores, and. 


minerals of the geological survey are examined, 
the gas supply of Cairo is photometrically 
controlled, materials such as paints, oils, lime, 
cement, asphalt, ete., are analysed to see that 
they are in conformity with specification, the 
water-supply of Cairo. is analysed weekly, as 

well as the river water and the silt-which the 
Nile carries in suspension during a large 
portion of the year. The precise survey is 
entrusted with the first order ( geodetic ) 
and second order triangulation, the precise 


levelling, and the charge of the meteorological |” 


observatory at Helwan. 

The topographical survey executes the third 
and fourth ordertriangulation, the preparation 
of topographical maps on 1:10,000 and smaller 
scales, the survey of'towns, and hydrographic 
surveying, levelling, and gauging in the Nile 
Valley. 

The cadastral survey prepares the 1:2,500 
maps showing property boundaries, and the 
land registers which accompany them, together 
with all corrections to these and their revi- 
sion. 

The geological survey is “employed in, map- 
ping ‘and describing the geological structure 
of the country. 

A considerable amount of information, of 
both scientific and technical value, is constantly 
being accumulated in the Survey Department, 
although in many. cases the investigation on 
any one subject does not go far enough to 
farnish material for a full report on it. In order 
that such information may be rendered avail- 
able, the Ministry of Finance has authorised 
the publication from time.to time of “Survey 
Department Papers” in which work of technical 
or scientific ‘value will be presented. Each 
paper will deal with a:single piece of work in 
as complete a form as the material available 
will admit, and every effort: will be made to 
include a full account of all earlier work on 
the subject which may have been done in this 
country. It is hoped that in this way pieces of 
research may be. rendered available to other 
scientific workers without the necesity for the 
long delay often caused by waiting until an 
exhaustive treatise can be prepared. This will 


also allow the annual report on the work of the: 


department to be restricted to a teport of 
progress only; and will avoid the inclusion in 
it of the results of research work which may 
thereby be difficult of access. 

At. the present time two such papers have 
been published, viz. :—‘‘A Preliminary Report 
on the Geology of the Eastern Desert” (south 
ern part), by Dr. W.F. Hume, and “The 
Rains and the Flood of the Nile Basin in 1906.”

above everything else a military people, says a 
writer in the September “Contepirary ” By 
this 1 mean that they soon learned to fiaine 
the martial qualities of their race in a’ strong 
and comprehensive organisation which raised 
them from the levél of warriors to’ that of 
soldiers. The foundations of this system, which 
for several centuries Was farin advance of: ‘the 
conceptions and practice of Europe in ‘the 
matter of warlike institutions, were laid as 
early as the first half of the fourteenth century 
in the reign of their second Sultan, Orkhan 
(1826-1360). Ever since that time they have 
disposed of standing armies, recruited 
and strictly national, instead of the levies‘ of 
feudal troops and .mercenaries, raised only. as 
oecasion, arose, in an outside of their own 
geographical limits, by the European States 
until a comparatively recent date. 

To-day the principle upon which the mili- 
tary establishment of Turkey was reared 
has become almost universal. The “armed 
nation” idea is only» an extension of “it, 
In‘ many other respects celating to _prépar- 
ation for war, especially in their armament, 
which incladed artillery long before it came 
into use in European camps, the Turks show- 
ed themselves superior to their European 
neighbours. This superiority has disappeared 
long ago. Turkey has still retained all the 
characteristics of a military State, but the 
poison of dissolution, which has been circu- 
lating in her veins for the last two centu- 
ries, and which has reduced to profound 
decay a State once so exuberantly: healthy 
and vigorous, has not spared her military 
institutions, 


he ¥ * * * * 


Military service is compulsory in Turkey, 
but only for the Mussulman population. The 
Christian subjects of the Sultan are and have 
always been excluded from’ the army on the 
reasonable ground that their presence in it 
would only be a source otf weakness, owing 
to social and political causes. The differ-: 
rence is so great between the customs of thé‘ 
followers of the Cross and the Cresgent re- 
spectively ; the relationship in which they 
stand to one another in Turkey places them 
on such different levels «as citizens of the 
same State; the aspirations of the former, 
encouraged and supported by Europe, are so 
dangerous to the integrity of this State, which 
is founded on the .predominance of one re- 
ligion over the other, that the Sultans have 
wisely held by the rule not to introduce 
into the ranks of their troops the Christian 
element, which, on.its side, has not been in 
the least disposed to protest against an ar- 
rangement throroughly in accord with’ its se- 
cret--wishes,

In time of war the Ottoman Army could 
muster close upon a million of men, 10 to 15 
per cent of whom, however, would be represent- 
ed by irregular troops and volunteers, that is 
to say, by Kurdish and Circassian cavalry, 
and Albanian, Bosniak, and other amateur 
warriors eager to take up arms in defence of 
the Crescent. The backbone of this force 
would be the Turkish contingent, surpassing 
the others not only in nombers but in all 
the natural qualities of the soldiers.

The bravery of the Turkish “Mehmed” 
(Tommy) is well known. It proceeds from the 
absolute unconsciousness of danger. In its 
blindness it is almost animal-like, but, precisely 
on that account, knows no Jimits. Its nature 
is best revealed by the attention the Turkish 
soldier is capable of giving in the thick of 
battle to trivial details ot ordinary life, such 
as the undoing of his boot strings, which he 
will sit down calmly and unconcernedly to put 
right, or the flight of a bird, which he will 
follow in its course, or a humorous incident 
which will set him laughing. It is a purely 
racial characteristic. Contrary to what is 
generally thought to be the case, religious: 
inspiration has little or nothing to do with it. 
Islamism only adds to the warlike enthusiasm 
of the Turk. It makes him more eager, more 
enterprising in battle with the infidel, since 
death in such‘a case secures to him the'tran- 
scendent rewards of martyrdom; but his 
fearlessness is not greater when he.is waging 
war against the latter than when he is fighting 
his rebellious Albanian or Arab co-religionist, 
which he is constantly employed in doing by 
order of the Sultan. He is as ienduring as he 
is brave, and and as disciplined as he is 
enduring. What he can put up with in the 
way of hardships of every description is far 
beyond the capacity of the European soldier.

The training of the Turkish soldier is con- 
fined to elementary drill in the barrack yard. 
Anything beyond this, especially shooting 
practice and manceuvres, is considered by the 
Sultan as likely to offer opportunities for a 
movement directed against the Palace, and is 
therefore strictly forbidden.

HISTORY OF THE KOH-I-NOR. 
By the decision of the’ fPranpyeel Legislative 


Assembly and Council to present the Cullinan 


diamond to the King, one more of the world’s 
greatest gems will, should His Majesty‘ accept 
it, become a heirloon of a Royal house. The 
gift, remarks the “Outlook,” is not without 
precedent in our history, for it was in i850 
that the East India Company offered the 
Koh-i-Nor to Queen Victoria. These two 
incidents, however, constitute records as free 
offerings from representative bodies of the 
people to a European sovereign.’ Anotlier

by the Cullinan is that it is alone among the 
famous royal diamonds in having no romance: 


‘The rest have centuries of picturesque legend 


and fact to add to their interest, and therefore, 
although the Cullinan stands supreme in size 
and possibly in intrinsic value,. it will lack 
the pecular fascination attaching to possessious 
which have been the load-stars of conquest, 
the doom of empires, and talismans of evil to 
their successive owners. 

Strangely enough the crown diamodd which 
has enjoyed the most evil reputation is the Koh- 
i-Nor itself. Its baleful history goes back over 
fifty centuries, but much of this is mythical. 


‘It will suffice to begin the record with the 


middle of the sixteenth century, when the 
jewell formed one of the eyes of the peacock of 
the Great Mogul. .It was one of the treasures 
‘|which lured Nadir Shah with his Persian 


| hordes to the sack of Delhi, but when the city 


fell it was not among the fabulous wealth of 
loot that rewarded the victors. The investiga- 
tions of the discomfited Shah, however, at last 
elicited froma woman: of the harem that the 
stone was hidden in the turban of the deposed 
Emperor Mahomed -'This information gave an 
opportunity for Oriental-subtlety which Nadir 
was not slow to act upon. There is an old 
Eastern -ceremony, wherein monarchs, as a 
mark of amity and reconciliation, exchange 
turbans at great fonctions. Hence he pro- 
claimed his intention of placing his Royal 
captive once more upon the: throne of Delhi, 

and ordered a reception worthy of the occasion. 

Then, with many professions of. brotherly 
regard, he took off his own bejewelled headgear 
and presented it to his dumfounded rival. The 
discomfiture of Mohamed was complete,‘ but 
his native dignity carried him through the 
ordeal, With such composure did he return 
his own turban that the conqueror felt a ter- 
tible dread lest the story had been fictitious. 

Bringing the proceedings to a premature close, 
he retired hastily to his tent to search his new. 
possession. Here, in its silken hiding place, he 
found his heart’s desire, and in a transport o: 
joy bestowed upon it the present title, ‘“Moun- 

tain of Light.” 

The evil destiny accompanying the posses- 
sion of the Koh-i-nor soon overtook Nadir 
Shah on his return with plunder valued at 
sixty millions. Eight years after his return ‘to 
Persia he was assassinated by his nobles, and 
his feeble son, Shah Rokh, was deposed. But 
although the unhappy young monareh yielded 
his throne, not-even the loss of his eyes could 
make him give up the diamond. Its fascination 
however, was equally strong upon his chief 
oppressor, Aga Mahomet, who followed his 
blind victim in the disguise of a pilgrim to his 
‘retreat at Meshed. The town was invested aud 
Rokh was sized. Then indescribable tortures 
wrung from him all his other treasures, but 
were powerless to make him yield up the Koh- 
i-Nor. Ere he died of his terrible’ sufferings he 
was restored to his throne by Ahmed Shab 
founder of the Afghan Empire, the price being 
the jewel itself. Thus it was transferred, with 
all its fatefid influence, to the Durani dynasty. 
Eventually, after a tragic history it came into 
the possession of Ranjit Sing, the “Lion of the 
Panjaub,” with whom it remained until his 
death, in 1839, and was found in the Lahore 
treasury when the Crown property was taken 
over by the East India Company to nied the 
Government debts. .
